Duke: by bleud,ſonrtoa Marquefie, Nephew to a Pope : Moſes m poſiibility of a King- 
dome: he in poſſcſhion.of a Marqueſdome :-Moſes in his youth brought up in rhe h:athe- 
2i/ine of £gyp!t, Galracine noozeled inthe ſuperſtition of Popery : M/es at laſtſaw the 
ruth and embraced ir.ſo did Galea tins : Moſes. openly fell frem che heatheniſme of E- 
gypr : ſodid Galerie from the ſuperſtirion of Popery. Bur all this is nothing to that 
ch they borh ſuffered for their conſcience. What Moſes ſuffered, SaintPaultelis us, 
. Moſes when be was come to yeares 7:fuſed to be called the ſenne of Pharaohs daughter : and choſe 
rather to ſ-ffer adver ſitie wi: b the prople of God, than 10 enjoy the pleaftres of ſenne for aſeaſon; 
eftceming the rebuke of C'11:{t grouter riches than th: treaſures of Egypt: Nay Moſes had rather 
bea baſe lricke maker amongitche opprefied If: aclires, being true Chiiſtians; thanto 
be the ſonne of a Kings daughter inthe Court of Phareob amongſt Idolatrers, In like | 
caſe noble Galeacius, when he was come to yeares and knowledge of Chriſt, refuſedero be 
called ſonneand heireto a Marquefle, Cup-bearcr to anEmperour, Ne toa Pope; 
andchoſerarher to ſuffer afflitionzpe: ſecution; baniſhmentr, loſſe of Avings,wife, 
childten,flononrs and preferments, than to enjoy the finfull pleaſuresof 2:« yfor a'ſea- 
fon ; eſteeming the cebuke of Chriſt greater riches thanrhe honours of: a Marqueſdome 
withour Chrift: and therefore ſecing heemuft cither want Chriſt, or want them, hee »

_ Guleacing being ewenty yeares old, and the onely ſonne of hismo=- 
ther, who was now deceaſed ; his father (a/artonixe bring deſirous to 
continue bis name, to preſeryc his houſe and poſterity, and ro maineaine 
his eftate and partrimony, whoſe lands amounted rothe ſumme ef five 
thouſand pounds a yeare and vp'nard ; &:d therefore provide him a 
Wife, a Virgin of noble bizth,called Vittoria; daughter to the Duke of 
Naceria, eneof the principall Peeres of 7raly, with whom hee had in 
name of portion erdowri:{ixe thouſand five hundred pounds, He lived 
with bis wife Viforia unto the yeare 1 551.2twhich time hee forſooke 
houſe, family, and countryfor Religions ſake : and in thartime- hee -had 
by his wife ſixe children, (foure ſennesand ewo davghters,) His eld: ft* 
fonne died at Paxorma,inthe yeare 1.377, leaving behinde him-one ſ5n 
andone danghter-: the ſonne obrainivg by inhericance the Marqueſdome 
#f Yieum,(amongſt divers other things} married a wife-of noble-birth - 
afore his Grandfather Gz/eaciue. died. By whom, as heare; hee bath 
two children,to whom this Ga/eaciws is great Grandfather, «

"He aw” 6 Calentenius ſeeing ſo good hope of the continuance of 
his houſe and poſterity, defiring nor ro preſeryeovly, but ro increaſe 
and augment the dignity of his hcuſe, purpoſed therefore that hisſonne, 

- wmae "oo thould ſeeke further honour and follow the Court. Where- 
oremaking offer of him to the Emperour Charles, hee was moſt kind. 
ly entertained ijnto* the Emperours houſe ard ſervice, and ſoone after 
wasmadethe Emperours Gentleman-ſewer. In which place and office 
within ſhorttime, hee both wonnethe fayour of the Nobility, and the 
reſt of the Court, and grewto bee of ſpeciall, account even with the 

'Emperour himſelfe : for all mens opinion and judgement of him was 
that there was not one of many to bee comparedl with-him, for inno= 
cency of lifc, eleganey of manners, ſound jud knowledge 

. of many things. Thus Galeacins was in all mens opinions, in the high 

way to all honour and eflimation: for the Prince whem heeſeryed.

it was that in:thoſe dayes 2 certaine Spaniard, a noble man, did ſo- 
journe at Naples, who had toname Tohannes Waldefrus: this Gentle. 
wan being come to ſome knowledge of the rruch of rhe Goſpell, and 
eſpecially of the doArine of Iuſtification ; uſed often to conferre with, 

- andtoinftru& divers ether noble men his companionsand familiars, in 
pointsof Religion, confuting the falſe opinions of 'our owne inherent 
juſtification, and of the merirs of good workes, and fo conſequent} 
detcQingthevanity of many pag points, and the fondueſſe ofrherr 
ſuperſtitions : by which meanes hee-ſo preyailed, or ratherthe Lord 
by him, thatdivers oftheſe Noble Gentlemen began to creepe out of 
popith darkeneſſe, and to perceive ſome light of thetruth : Amongſt 
theſe, was thereone Johannes Franciſcns Ceſarts, a NobleGentleman

beſide the purpoſe toſer downe particularly-the meanes which ir pleaſed 
God to uſeforthe working of this ſtrange converſion: amongſt which,

Of the meanes of his further Sanflifications 


" A T that time Peter Martyr V erwilins,a Florentine, was 2 publike: 
Preacher and Reader at Naples. This man was a Canonregular 
(as.they callthem)a magnfincerhen of greatname,for his ſingular know= 
ledge in Chriſtian Religion, his godly manners and behayiours, and for 
his fivect and copious teaching ;. for hee afterward caſting away his- 
monkes cowle, and renouncivg the ſuperttitioas.of Paperic, hee ſhone 
fo brightly in Gods Church, chac hce diſperſed and frangely drove 
away the darkeneſſe and miſts of Popery.. Galeacins was once content. 
atCeſerta his motion to bee drawneto heare Peter, Martyrs Sermon ;- 
yet notſo much for any deſire hee had to learne, as.moyed and tickled 
with a curious humour, to heareſo famous a man as then Heriyr was 
accounted, At thattime Peter Martyr wasin hand with Paxls firſt Eo 
Piſtle to the Corwthians, and 28 hee was ſhewing the weakenefle and: 
deceitfullnefle ofthe judgement of mans reaſon in ſpirituall things, as 
likewie the power and efficacy of the Word of Gad, in thoſe men in. 
whom the Lord worketh by his ſpirit ; amongſt otherthings hee uſed 
this ſimily or compariſon : Jfa man walkinginalarge place, ſeca farre 
offmen and women dancipg together,and heare no ſoand of iuſtrument, 


 * hee willjudge themmad,or at leaſt fooliſh; but ifhe come ncerer them, 


and perceive their order, and heatetheir muſicke, and marke their mea- 
ſures and their courſes, hee will thenbee ofanocher migde, and.nor ove 
Iprake delight infering them, bus feele-a dehe in Minlelfe to beare 
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them company and dance with them. Eycn the fame (ſaid CHaryr)+ 
betides many men, whe. when they behold in horas ſuddaineand/ 
t change oftheir lookes, apparell, behaviour, and Whole courſe of 
ife; echo fr ſight they imputeir to melancholy,or ſome other fooliſh 
humour ; but.ifthey looke more narrowly inrorhe matter, 2nd boginto: | 
heare and dire Smoky and ſweet -conſene of Gods ſpirit, and 
his Word in them, (by the joynt power of which two, this change 
was made and wrought , which afore they accounted folly ) then 
they change their-opinion of them , and firſt of all- begin to like 
them, andthat change in them, and afte:ward feele in themſelves a 
motion and defire toimitatethem,and to bee of the nuwberotf ſuchinew, 
who forſaking che world and his yanities,doethinke that they ought ro- 
reforme heir nee by the rule ofthe Goſpell,that ſothey. may. come. to. . "of

.of mockes, and made him ſubje& to moſt yile flanders; yea made him 
Incucre the hatred of a great number, but eſpeciallydid he herein diſpleaſe 
and yex his father,as one that wasnot onely of a contrary religion, butone - 
whoonely intended the honour of hiShoule,and the adyancing of his pos. 
Keriry, which in reſpeR of Religion Ga/eaciascared not for ar all : and 
therefore he did often ſharpely chidelitm, and charged hum with his fa. 
therly aurheritic,to puta way choſ@mllancholly conceirs (as hetearmed: 
them.) No doubr burthis was mbftgrievous tohim, who alwaics was . 
moſt lubmifle and obcdient to his facher, Butanother griefe did more in«. 
watdly affli& bim, which was in-reſpe of his wife Ftoria,, Who 
chorgh ſhee was alwaics a moſt kind and ducifull wife, as alſo very wiſe, . 
. yet ſhe would by ro meanes yeeld tothis motion and change of Religion; . 
becauſe ſheerhoughtand feared it would breed infamie and. Pans. 4 to . 
her ſelfeand her houſe ; and therefore wascontinually working on him by.

Theſe Diſciples of Faldefus knewas yet nomore in Religion bur 
the point of JuPification : and miſliked and eſchewede ſome abuſes in 
Popety ; and neyertheleſſe ſtill frequented Popifh Churches, heard Maf- 
ſes, and were preſent ordinarily ac vile Idolatries, Ga/cacins for a time 
conyerſed with theſe men , and followed their way : which courſe 
doubtlefſe would have ſpoiled him, asitdid agreat fort of them; who 
afterwards being raken and committed for the truth, were eafily brought 
ro recanteheir Religion, becauſe they wanted the chiefs and the moſt ex. 
cellent peints,nor were net ſufficiently ſcried : and yer afterwards againe, 
not dariog to forſaketheir hold in Juſtification ; andtherefore comming 
to it againe, were taken as relapſers and backfliders, and put to extreame 
tormentsand cruelldeach, In the like danger had:Ge/eacixs beene, bur 
char the good providence of God otherwiſe diſpoſed, and berter provie 
ded for him: for his office and place that hee bare in the Emperours 
Court, called him into Germany , and fo withdrew him from his 
companions the Waldeſians': for the Lord bad a greater worke to | 
worke in himthan the Waldeſiatigyvere ableto teach him : for there in 
Germany hee learned (chat hetneuknew aforc) that the knowledge of 
the cruth of Juſtification wizmat fufficiene for falvationz whileft in 
_ the' meane time a man wittingly defiled himſelfe with Jdolarry , 
which the Scripture calls ſpiriruall' whoredome : and of ne man did 
hee reape more ſound and comfortable inftruionthiliof Peter Alar- 
ryr, of whom we ſpakeafore, whom God had latelycalled out of Tat 
and confirmed bim in therrurh.

a journey to (efar the Emperour , and thereby ifit were poſſible copre= 
-yent this miſchiefe ; purpoſing to make but thisſuitero his Majeſty, that 
his ſonnes departure from the Roman Church , mightnot prejudice nor 
kinder the ſucceflion and honour of hischildren and-poſterity , burthat 
he himſelfe mighr onely beare the punifhment of his owne fault,

lerters , and being reſolved by his owre conſcience, and themto- whom - 
ke imparted the macter,that he mightuor any way wich good conſcience 
diſobey fo reaſonable a requeſt and 1awfull a commandement of his fa. 
ther, anſwered that he would goc; 1akhough he feared thatby this mee- 
tiog , and talke of his farther and him, his farbers inindewould burbee 
more vehemently exaſperateagainſt him 2: fore firmely reſolved afore | 
he were, that all che chreatnjags , emrearies, counlcls - and temprations 
that his father cevld deviſe: ſhould nor ſtirre him one ivch fromthat 
courſe of Religion, whereby he had begunto feryethe Lord,  Withthis - 
pr he departed Geneva, Aprilis 19:155 3. furniſhed with heaven=-- 
y fortitude, affitted with the prayers of che Church, and armed with 
confiancie , and withthe ſword of Godts word; whereby hee hoped to . 
ſuftaine and bear backe all the dares of temp: ations wheueb y ke knew he. 
ſhould be afſauſted. Commirg te Ugrona, there he found the Marqueſſe - - 
his father, whe received and uſed him kindly, though he could nor bur. 
manifeſt in his counterazce the inwaxdanger ard griefe of his heart, AF. - 
tera. few ſalucatipns, the facher began with all his cunniog to deale with 
im abouc his xetaene bome againe, layingopentothe full thar perperv- - 
all infawy , which wasſuretofall on his houſe anil poſtericy , unlefſe 
that Geleacixe did prevent ſogreat a milchiefe : which (Caith he) thou - 
calily may-ft doe, andof right then oughrolt todoe: and-l knowthou :

wife, orchildren. Galeacime the ſonne with ſuch reverence as was duetto 
his father, anſwered with all ſubmiſſion, that his body and ctiate is his fa« 
thers, but his conſcience is the Lords: andtels him he canby nomeanes - 
returne home, but he ſhould make ſhipwracke of agood conſcience; he.. 
proves it. to him by geod reaſons, and foch as his facher could norreſiſt; 
and therfore humblie intrears his farher-, that ſceivgbisdefire is onely to + 
obey the Lord, and fave his ſoule; rharrherefore he would nor urge him. . 
to 1eſpeR morethe good eſtate of his children , then theglory of God, 
and his owne ſoules health.

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one Himonimus Fracaſtorins., a-notable Philoſopher, Phyfitian; and 
Poct (being procured and ſet on by the. Marqueſſe) dealt with Galraeimus 
Withall his might and cloquence go perſwade himtoyeeld to his father; 
adding wichall, thar thatnew (eR (as he tormed) was falſeand deceirful}, |

No wordscan kh flicero 
exprefle the griefe of that dolefull company, nor that lamentablc depare 
eure chat there wazto be ſeeve. Unuteerable was the griefe on theirfade, 
and urſpeakeable was the rorment and tempration which. the, nable 
gentleman felr inchis agony,” when hee muſt either leave Chriſt leſas 
or leaye all theſe for. him. but amongſt and above all, therewas one 
moſt lamemtable fight, - which £35 eyen haye wrung teares from a 
heart of flint, Amongſt all his children hee had one daughter, a tq- 
wardly 2nd geadly young gentlewoman of twelye yeares old ,whocry« 
ing oura maine and wallowing in teares, felldawne,. and catching faſt 
hold about. his chighes and Knees, held him fo hard as hee could | 

no weine$ ſhake her off: and the affeRion of a father wrought ſo with 
him, as hee could noroffer with violence ro hurt her ;_ hee laboured to 
bce looſe, butſheeheld faſter ; hee went a way, but ſhee trailed after, 
crying to him notto bee ſo cruellto her bis childe 5 who came. into 
the worldby him; This ſo wonderfully wroughe with bis nature, hee. 
being a manofa moſt loving and kinde affetion; ; ithar hee bath, of= 
ten reported hee thought that z11 bis bowels: rowled about within 
him and that his heart wouldghaye burft preſently, and there inſtant- 
ly have died, his childe ſo having him faſt abour the Jegges. Bur not- 
vichſtanding all this, he being armed with a ſupexnaturall and heavenly 
fortitude, hee brake chozow all. Me fewpepions, and creading.under 
this p! rilJous. bagtell a gloriaps conguerer 3. and Lat iacalk 
cowtull houſt anddolorqus company, hee came ith ſpeedetacheſbore 
where profeoilyraking ſipgipgyhe cauſed themta hy op Gfeprages 
Lefina with — and difirefled mine, one way, furchaiged with 
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ſorrow co remember the manner of kiis deparruze ; another way ſurpri- 


prized with joy.to remember that he hadefcaped, And eyen asa ſhippe 


in a rempeſtuous ſea, the boiſterous waves toffing ic up and downe is 
throwne abour, ſometime touching the cloudes, ſometime plunged into 
ehe depth: So no doubt rhenoble minde of chizyoung Marqueſle was no 
leflediftraſted with: contrary cogitatious ; being as it were ina laby» 
rinth of diſtempered affeRions : Smetinies i could not but remember 
that lamentable eſtate wherein he left hisfather, wife, and children: hee 
often imagined he was ſtill among them; he thoughc he heard them cry 
and call upon him;heethought he ſtill felc his little deere daughter claſ- 

ing him about che legs and crailing afcer him ; neither could he cor eaine 

ur breake out into teares ; neither could hee for his life but ofi en looke 
backe arthat princely houſe, . with all thoſe goodly orchards, gardens, 
oranges, fields, and territories : to all which he was heire apparant ; yer 
all which he ſaw he mnft leave for Chriſts ſake. Bur one —_— his 
heart to ſee his wife, and children, and other his alliance tanding on the 


 ſhoare; who when they conld not ſpeake to bim, looked at him; and. 
when they cou'd nor ſte him ceaſed nor to looke after the ſhippeas. 
long as irwasin fghir : neither could herefraine-but wich a wofull coun« - 


renarice looke at chem againe as long as hee conld diſcerne them; and 
withall be called to minde the bitter wordsand heavy farwell which the 
Marquefle bis father gave him at his depar ure; all which cr gications 
rurning in Hs head did doubtleſft wring from his ſotrowfull heart many 
adeepe fighrand heavy grone, and many a bitter reare from his watry 
eyes: and yet riorwith(tanding 3ll theſe, the ſpirit: all ſtrevgth and cot'.

lexcina taking hold cf the holy and heayenly anchor ; namely, a lively. 
faith in Chriſt, and a fedfiſt hope in God;he furmounts the clouds, za 
fixzth thoſeanchor-holds in heaven, and looking ſedfaftly with a fpiri. 


rvalleye, at the trac loadeftarre : namely,Chriſt Icſus ard the hogeof ce - 


remnall Yer ines;ke dr: es his comſe towards the ſame with an heroica[l 
ſpiric, and heavenly reſolution thetow the tempeſtuous waves of thofe 
earefull remptarions: and the ſhip —_— his bedy,did not fo fait 


tranſport him from delicate /r4ly rowards Dalmgiia, as the ſbip of hea- 
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vealy conffarey and loye of God wichdrew his mind and meditation 
from all nacural reſpeRs and worldly delights ar d made it mount 2Jaft in. 
holy contemplation, Aad thus the preſence and gre ce of Gods | 4a 
ving overcome the power of naturall affeions ; hcet egan ro cheere up _ 
himſelfe after this rempeſt : and firſt of all, bending che krees of his 
hearttothe eremall father in heaven; he yeclded his Majefly moſt hear» 
tie thankes, for that he had furniſhed his foule withſuch a portion of his- 
race, as to withſtand and conquer Satan inſu:cha pezilc us bactell : and 
Þr that hee had delivered him fioni the darger of Popiſh thralZome, 
from the inquifition , and from that perpetual impriſui.ment bc eh cf 
conſcience and body which the Popiſh Church would haye brought him 
unto, had henot thus eſcaped their hands. Hee likewiſe prailedGed: 
unfained[y, that he youchlafed to giye him cime, opporn.nicy, and. g:ace.

whence hee paſſed" in a'very quiet paſſage;, and. c-Ime ſeato:Venicer” | 
where he found many faithfull ſeryants of God ,. and good Chriſtians ; 
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afraid forthat imminent and inevitable dangerrhey.ſaw he way in, eathee 
to haye his conſcience a ftave to popiſh yani:y, or his perien a priſover to: 
popiſh cruelty ; therefofe,they ceafed not to pray for him night and day; 
and yer for all that they feared greatly *what would become of him, 
But whennow at laſt they ſaw him rerurne, both ſound in conſcience ard 
Gafe in perſon; and ſuch aglorious conquerer over Saran, and over © 
mary ſtrong temptations with which the world and naturall afkRions 
had affailed bim : [their feare was turned into cqmfort , their ſorrow ig- 
to joy, and they all glorified the Lord for him. And ſoafcer mutual 
polar vt ivenand received, hee departed from Vencce, and travelled 
thorow F hetia and Switzerland; where he viſited the Churches of the 
Proteſtants, and comforted them greatly with his preſence , and by tcl, 
ting them what grearthings the Lord had donefor him ; and fe by the 
good band of kis God ypon him , bee came. in ſafery to Genevs the. 
fourth of Otober inthe yeare 1 558, * His fafearriyall brought cxcec 
dingjoy tothe whole Church there; but eſpecially ro rhe /ra/iav Coil 
RR for his leng abſence had brovghr them into ſome ſuſpence 
and doubt , not of apy alterationof hisReligion , bur of ſome crueil and 
falſe meaſures to haye beey offered him by che deceitful] Pap.ft5, But 
whentbey ſaw him ſo ſafely returned, untouched in conſcience, and un» 
hurtin his perſon; 'and'that he had paſſed © many pikes of eemprations 
which they ktiew had beene picched agrinft him; they gavegrearchanks 
cothe Lord for him, Bur when hee had difcourſed ynto chem partici= 
larly the whole courſe of the proceedings: firſt, what a ſtrong battery of 
temptations and affaultsthe diycll and the world had plan'cd againft 


| him, then bew manfully ke fought and withſtood, and at Jaſt overcame 


rthemall ; they fell into admiration of ſo rare conſtancy, and thought 
him worthy of all honour, co whom it js given ( as the Apoſtle ſaith )

Geitleman found it yerified in himſclfe, which che kingly Propherſaie 
inthe Palme : Becauſe hee hath rafted in mee, therefore I mill ſet hj 
free I'will beewah him in his troubles, I wilt deliver bins, and crowne 
him with honony, and inanorher place, heeghateraſterh in the Lord fouf 
never be confoknded. And thus the Church receivedadouble, beactic by 
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him : forfirft, his praQtice was an example untothemallofameſt cxrrs- 
ordinary and heayenly conftancy inthe loyeandprofeflionof true Rett-

table confirmation oftheir faith , and an ericouragement to thei toper» - |

nourablyeftcemed ofrhar Church : yeanor onely of that Church, bur of med in Ge» } * 
the whole Church and fate of Gemeva: for not one Senatour nor Magi.

him : Sothat he was reſorted unto continually by men of all ſorts; 
as though hee had nox'been a private man, keeping 2 meane eftace and 
dwelling in a little houſe: buc rather as though hee had beene a great 
Prince in the Court, or one neere. in place to the Emperour bimſelfe. 
B:n though all mendeſired his acquaintance and company,and he againe 
Was not curious inthat point , but courteous to all as eccaſion was offe. 
red: yetfor the moi, part , his moſt familiac.converſation way with the. 
men of his owne nation: namely , with his cquntric men the /cal1en;, of 
whom there was a flouriſhing Church at Geneve at the ſame time ; and 
which alſo flouriſhed the better by his meanes , as heretofore hath been _ 
declared, Among whom though he behaved himſelfe, it is doub:full 
whether more civilly, or moxe humbly ; yer forall that he. was honoured 
ofthem al!, and uſed maxe like.a Eord thana private man: which al. 
chough bc. in every refpeR deſerved , yet by no meanes defired, And ſo

the profeſſion of Religion. Neither ſtayed hee here, bur befide this pub. 
like care and labour, hee alſo was daily well occupyed in more pryyate 
marters: for-where ever hee ſaw, obſerved, or heard of auy d'{{cntions, 
ſuits in law, or controverſies amongſt Chriftian neighbours, hee wag 
exccedingcarefullto end and compaſſc them ; and for that end.as he had 
aripe Witand a good conceic and drepe iuſight, ſo hee would impley 
them all co che findine out the eruth and Gate of the caye:; and hayin 
found ir, he would uſe all his authoriey, yea be would make himſelfe be. 
boldentomen, en condition they would yee!d one to another, and live 
inpeace.
